Fair 
crops of grain have rarely, if ever, here 
failed bécause of” drouth) Vegetables 
of every kind grow admirably, when 
well cultivated. Apples, pears, peaches,

The inhabitants are mostly settled 


families, in| permanent homes; while | 


all the institutions of true civilization 
are found in healthful activity. Their 
churches “are seven — Congregational, 
Methodist, Episcopal, Disciple, Roman, 
African, and, Adventist. . The pastor of 


the first, Rev. G. F. G. Morgan, has 


just accepted the almost unanimous 
third annual invitation of the church 
and society to remain another year, and 
is active in the duties of a- faithful 
bishop, enjoying the confidence and es- 
teem of the community. The Metho. 
dists are quite prosperous, with a large 
church and congregation ; but the other 
churches named are none of them par- 
ticularly flourishing. The High School, 
the Intermediates, and Primaries of the 
place are in good buildings, and well 
conducted; an honor to the town. 
There are also a few fair private schools, 
the same as are needed in all our larger 
cities. We regretted that the public 
library, for years a prosperous institu- 
tion, has been compelled to close’ for 
want of funds. One such reading-room 
is worth a thousand-fold more than all 
the saloons of @ whole county. ’ 

cause of temperance has been ar 
ously carried forward by a fair order 
of Good Templars for years, , Formerly 
it was the banner. order in. the state;

For Sunday, October 13th, 1878— 
Luke xiv: 15-25. 
NOTES ON THE LESSON. 
Jonas: was invited to the house of one. 
of the chief Pharisees, to eat bread on 
the Sabbath day. Here he healed a 
man afflicted with the dropsy, (vs. 2-6) 
observed and rebuked the selfishness 
and self-assertion with which the Phar- 
isees claimed the chief seats at feasts, 


(vs. 7-14) and ,then spoke the ae 
he | of the Great Supper. 


(V. 15) One of them—One of the 
guests, probably one of the friends of 
the Pharisee. Blessed is he that shall 
eat bread in the kingdom of God.—The 
Jews believed that the kingdom of the 
Messiah would be opened with a great 
feast, at which all the members would 
be present. Our Lord bad just been 
speaking to them on the true nature of 
hospitality.. One of the guests remark- 
ed that such hospitality would be richly 
repaid in the world to come. “ This 
remark,” says Geikie, “gave Jesus an 
opportunity of delivering a parable 
which must have run terribly counter 
to the prejudices of the company. The 
spirit of caste that prevailed in the 
hierarchical party, and. their utter want

es, was abhorrent. to.his whole nature.

This revelation, so transcendent in the 
history of the race, he-once more dis- 
closed, had they been able to understand 
him, at the Pharisee’s table.” The re- 
mark which furnished occasion for the’ 
parable is of itself of very little conse- 
quence; being, in fact, nothing more 
than the indolent, vague wish of a man 
who thinks it proper to say something 
religious when religion happens to be 
the subject of conversation or remark. 
(V. 16) A certain man made a great 
supper.—The “great supper” is the king- 
dom of God, the feast of fat things 
spoken of in Isaiah xxv: 6, which see.| 
This feast. was fully. prepared when and 
wherever the glad tidings of the Gospel 
were proclaimed, but is only completed 
in the marriage supper of the Lamb. 
And bade many.—The reference is, pri- 
marily, to the, Pharisees, the Scribes,

This servant often re- 
peats the very formula’ mentioned in 
Luke xiv: 17—‘Come, for all things 
are LOW ready.’ The fact that this cus- 
tom is mainly confined to the wealthy 
and nobility is in strict-agreement with 
the parable, where the certain man who 
made the feast, and ‘bade many, is sup- 
posed to belong to this class.” The 
same custom is mentioned by Morier, in. 
his account of a Persian banquet: “ The 
invitations had all been issued and ac- 
cepted before ‘the time; and on the 
appointed day, as is usual in Persia, a 
messenger came to us about. five o’clock 
in the evening, to bid us to the feast, in. 
strict accordance with the scripture nar- 
” The same writer goes on to 
“The difficulty which infidels have 
sate? to the passage, of which this’ is 
the commencement, arises from the ap- 
parent harshness of asking people to an 
entertainment, and giving them no op- 
tion; by punishing them, in fact, for 
‘their refusal. Whereas, ‘all the guests 
to whom, when the supper was ready, 
the servant was sent, had already ac- 
cepted the invitation, and were, there- 
fure, already pledged to appear at the 
feast at the hour when they might be 
shmmoned ; they were not taken unpre. 
pared, and could not, in consistency or 
decency, plead any prior engagement.” 
(V..17) And sent his servant.—The 
message is the same in substance, al- 
though the servant may not always be 
the same person. There are many min- 
isters, but they all have one message. 


the Baptist and our Lord; (2) By our 
Lord and the Apostles; (3) By the 
Apostles and those who came after. 
The old prophets can hardly be includ- 
ed; for the message, ‘* All things are 
now ready,’’ could not have been sent 
out before Christ came, in the fullness 
of time. (Alford.) 

(Vs. 18-20) They all with one con- 
sent.—The word “consent” is not in 
the original. The meaning is, that they 
all, as one man, began to make excuse. 
They had rejected John’s baptism, (Jno. 
vii: 48) and the Lord himself; ‘that is, 
generally, though not Without exdap” 
tions, as im the case of Nicodemus, Jo- 
seph of Arimathea, and often others. 
“The temper of these self-excuses is 
threefold ; the excuses themselves are 
threefold ; their spirit is one. The first 
alleges a necessity—he must go and see 
his land ; the second, not so much ag 
this, only his own plan and’ purpose—Z 
go; the third, not so much as either of 
these, but rudely asserts his. wneoilling- 
ness—~ I cannot, that is, I will not.’ 
Also, the excuses themselves are three- 
fold. The first has his worldly posses- 
sion (‘one to his, farm,’ Matt. xxii: 5) 
to go and see; the second, his purchase }. 
(‘another to bis merchandise’) of stock 
to prove; the third, his home engage- 
ments, and his lust to satisfy. All are 
detained by worldliness, in however va- 
ried forms.” (Alford.) And these 
excuses are types of the various worldly 
reasons with which men excuse them- 
selves even now from~ accepting the | 
offer of salvation. © 

(V. 21) So that. servant came and 
showed his lord all things.—It was his 
duty to report to his master. So also 
it is the duty of ministers, parents and 
Sabbath-school teachers to report to the 
Master their success, or want of success, 
as the case may be. T'he master of the 
house being angry.—The Master of the 
house is the Lord himself. Anger is 
the feeling which would be natural. in. 
the breast of a haman master of a feast 
who found himself thus slighted and 
insulted, even in his most benevolent 
intentions. This is here used as the 
symbol of that righteous indignation | 
against sin, and especially the sin of 
rejecting offered mercy, which ~God 
feels, and will ultimately display. Of 
course, we are not to imagine God as 


anger, or of a wrath that is wrong ; but 
that moral “anger, or displeasure 
against sin, which results naturally: from

ness is urgent. The ‘‘streets” are the 


wider and principal thoroughfares; the 


*“lanes,”’ or alleys; the narrower and 
more obscure quarters of a city, where 
the poor would be found. And bring 


in hither the poor, and the maimed, and 


the halt, and the blind.—These different 
classes represent all those who are “poor 
in spirit,” who *‘labor and are heavy 
laden,” who feel their spiritual necessi- 
ties and wretchedness. The Gospel is 
the greatest blessing of the poor. 
(V.22) Yet there is room.—The pal- 
ace is large, the guest-room ample, and 
the ‘provision abundant. Beagel says: 
“ Neither nature nor grace can endure 
a vacuum.” It will always be an en- 


couragement to sinners to know that 
“ vet there is room.” 


(V. 28) Highways and hedges:—Not 
merely the remote outer edges of the 
city, where the poorest, in Eastern cities, 
usually congregate, but out into: the 
country—in which there is a:reference 
to the’Gentiles. Compel them to come 
in.—The word here rendered “compel ” 
occurs but nine times in the whole New 
In four.of these' placés— 
Matt. xiv : 22; Mark vi: 45; Acts xxviii: 
19; Gal. vi: 12—it is translated ‘‘ con- 
strain.” This proves that the word 
does not uecessarily imply the use of 
pbysical force, or violence, although it 
may sometimes express that idea, In 
the present case we are not to under- 
stand the expression as sanctioning the 
employment of any literal compulsion, 
or force, in turning people from the er- 
ror of their ways.. Least of all does it 
sanction the least approach to intoler- 
ance, or persecution of men because of 
their religious opinions. As Bishop 


Pearce says, we must compel them by 


arguments, not by force. And the 
strongest argument is the love of Christ. 
That my house mry be filled,—Christ 
has not died in vain. His grace must 
be made effectual. The marriage sup- 
per of the Lamb must be furnished with 
guests. Heaven shall yet be filled wtth 
a multitude which no man can number. 
If some refuse and are lost, others will 
accept and be saved. (Isaiah xlix : 5, 6.) 

(V.24) None * which were bidden 
shall taste.— This expression primarily 
applies to the Jews. Rejecting Christ’s 
| Gospel, they were cut off for a season, 
‘until it shall please God to graft them 
in again. (Rom. xi: 23.) Sevandarily, 
about 
those who reject the Gospel among our- 
selves... They are sometimes let. alone 
and given over toa reprobate mind. To 
refuse truth brings down on man God’s 
heaviest displeasare.’’ (Rev. J.C. Ryle.)

4. None who are willing to come will 
be excluded, and .the poorest and. lowli- 
est in the world are as. welcome to 
Christ as the rich and great. 

5. The great supper had_jts fixed 
time, at which those who are invited 
must come, if they would not be ex- 
cluded. A time is coming in. which the

WOMEN TEACHERS. _ 
Woman has won her present position 


in the public schools from beginnings as 
‘small as the grain of mustardseed. In| 
Barnard’s 
1845, he says that in all the schools he 
visited, or from which returns were re- 
ceived, out of Providence, fand except- 
ing the primary departments of a few 
central districts) he found only six fe- 
male teachers; and that, with the above 
exceptions, there could not have been 
more than twice that number employed 
in the whole state. His successor, who 
visited the same schools in 1861, found 
more than two hundred female teachers; 
but he thought two-thirds those taught 
by men, even then, would have been 
better taught and disciplined by women. 
In 1837 there were in Massachusetts 
8,591 female teachers, and in 1848 their 
number was swelled to 5,510. This in- 
crease Horace Man considered a great 
reform, believing women much better 
adapted to the work. In 1870, accord- 
ing to the census, about seventy-four 
per cent. of all the teachers in the United 
States were women. 
the excess of women teachers over men 
is very great ; but in most of the West- 
ern and also inthe Southern States there 
isa smaller percentage. 
proportion in summer is about ninety- 
seven per cent., and in winter only 
fifty-five per cent.; in Vermont nearly 
ninety per cent. of the teachers are 
women throughout the year; and in 
New York about sixty-seven per cent.

We deny that the Christian religion, as 
‘sach, and on the whole,,is “losing its 
power; and we deny that the morality 
of Christian men is on the decline. We 
aseert that the tone of Christian life, in 
morality and honor, was never higher 
and finer than it is to-day. Here and 
there are sad cases of defection ; but 
these are not one in a hundred. In this 


| community to-day it is, as in every oth- 


er community, the real, thorough Chris- 
tian man who is trusted as no other man 
is, Gov. Haight has just passed away. 
He was universally trusted for his Chris- 
tian integrity. There are scores of oth- 
ers just as implicitly, and rightfully so, 
trusted, because they are Christians at 
heart. : 


The Sacramento “ Daily Union” of 
Sept. 24th says that some of our papers 
deny the allegation of Judge Black, 
recently here on a visit, that our people 
had gone mad over stocks, and would 
attend to nothing else. The ‘ Union” 
} admits the truth of the alarming state- 
ment, and adds: “It is an undeniable 
truth that stock-gambling in California 
| and Nevada has become a pervading 
vice; and no observer can fail to be 
convinced that it is the most serious 
drawback to the progress of the coast. 
We believe that the people who do not 
dabble in stocks constitute a small mi- 
nority, and we know that not one in 
twenty who so gamble has ever reaped 
anything but loss and disappointment 
from the business. It is quite useless for 
any journal to undertake the justifica- 
tion or defense of stock-gambling. We 
have no expectation that anything that 
cai be said in condemnation of it 
will check the evil. But that it is an 
evil, all who know anything about it 
must acknowledge. The practice of 
speculating in stocks, as carried on in 
California, is gambling of the most di- 
rect and undisguised character. It is 
gambling just as emphatically as buck- 
ing at faro, with the sole distinction that 
whereas, in a square faro game the play- 
er has some distant prospect of winning, 
those who gamble in stocks are, in nine 
cases out of ten, sure to lose. It is the 
most reckless, toolish, insensate kind of 
gambling.” We are not prepared to 
endorse all of this. It is too sweeping. 
But we are prepared to advise all work- 
ing men and women, and all poor peo- 


ple, and all good people, to let stocks 


alone.

dition it is said: ‘‘ He has not husband- 
ed his strength. His nerves, which have 
been overstrained, have become mor- 
bidly sensitive.

He 
has always—without ostentation, but 
with great earnestness—professed to be 
a religious man. ‘Life would be noth- 
ing,’ he writes to his brother-in-law, ‘if 
it were to be ended by death here be- 
dowry Again he writes: ‘I do not un- 


derstand how a man who reflects on his 
own condition can endure the sorrow 
and troubles of this life; if he has not 
a firm belief in God.’” Bismarck is 
but 68, and we hope he will not close 
his career till he is 80. 


For a year we have been reading 
about the person and the achievments 
of H. M. Stanley.. Now bis book has 
made its appearance. (It is a subscrip- 
tion book, and we are sorry for that.) 
All who love adventure, admire heroism, 
and seek knowledge will desire to read 
the story of Mr. Stanley’s march across 
Central Africa. “It was not altogether 
without precedent. Cameron had cros- 
sed a few months before, and his ac- 
count had been eagerly read, Living- 
stone had traversed portions of the Con- 
tinent, more than equal to the number 
of miles in a direct passage across. 
Grant, Speke and a number of othr 
travelers had explored more or less in 
the heart of the Continent. Bat it was 
reserved for Stanley to surpass these 
achievements, and to crown all his pre- 
vious explorations by striking out a new 
path for a considerable part of the dis- 
tance. It was along this new tract, 
never before trodden by. the feet of 


white men, that the explorer made the

Stanley.. But, whoare they % traders, 
scientists, humanitarians, new explor. 
ers? No; none of these. They are 
simply Christian missionaries; some 
advocates of that réligion which some 
uninformed men write about as effete. 
In fact, our Christian missionaries have 
become renowned not only for their 
propagation of Christianity, but for 
their skill as philanthropists, explorers, 
and men of science. 


Some of the larger states of. the East, 
have seemed rather cool towards Presi- 
dent Hayes, but the states of the North- 
west have shown @ warmth and an en- 
thusiasm for him which may serve as a 
compensation and an encouragement to 
a. man whose situation has been about 
as embarrassing as it could well be for 
one in his exalted position, To audi- 
ences in Ohio he said,in part: “When 
the war closed, we had a debt of $2,- 
400,000,000, at seven and three-tenths 
per cent. interest. .Taxes were $500, 
000,000 in time of peace. Currency 
was worth from sixty to seventy cents 
on the dollar. The balance of foreign 
trade was $100,000,000 against us an- 
nually. Now the debt is one-third less, 
the interest nearly one-half less, and we 
get all the money we want at four per 
cent. This will send rates down for the 
people who borrow. As the Govern- 
ment’s credit improves, yours and mine 
grows better. As to the currency, 
which fluctuated so rapidly: The labor- 
er and producer always lose by a fickle 
standard, because the middlemen take 
advantage of the fluctuations for their 
own profit. The currency now is at 993, 
and as unchangeable as Lake Erie. The 
balance of trade has turned in our fa- 
vor. Watches made at Elgin, Ill., are 
carried over to the foot of the Alps and 
sold there. We have a balance of 
$207,000,000 in our favor: and like 
every man who sells more than he buys, 
we are getting rich. We want confi- 
dence not legislation.” And he ended 
a speech in Minnesota, with the words : 
‘if we want-.our standard of financial 
prosperity to be based: upon sure and 
safe foundations, let us all remember 
that its best security is an wntarnished 
national credit and a sound constitution- 

al currency.” 


Coupling-Pins.

Everything created is joined to some- 
thing. Nothing is alone. Throughout 
matter and mind it is a vast relationship. 
Every particle has properties or qualities 
as we term them; that is to say, it af- 
fects and is affected by other particles. 
In other words all things are connected, 
are parts in one great whole; all events, 
all existences are parts of one web spun 
out of one mind. This is to say that 
there is a land of existence which covers 
everything; that everything has its re- 
lations, its make-up, and is designed for 
its own sphere in and with the ome 
Cosmos. 

Now, no one who has ever driven a 
team, but knows how disastrous it is to 
have the bolt or pin which retains the 
axles in connection with each other, 
drop out. The axles are then uncoupled, 
and one goes forward while the other 
stops, or, if you are on an ascent, runs 
back, makes some very eccentric curves ; 
perbaps pitches over the bank and down 
the canyon, Those uxles are designed 
to be joined together. Thatis the law 
of the eaistence of the wagon. Is there 
not also a law of our existence, our be- 
ing? Strange, indeed, if there is not. 


‘Here’s a man whom we.have long 
known. Fora time he seemed to run 
well, but at length he became sceptical. 
He did not act as if he desired to see the 
truth. He avoided consulting the Bible. 
He did not pray. He did not believe 
the visions revealed in the Bible, but he 
read about and eagerly grasped after, 
the visions of spiritualism and every- 
thing of that ilk. He tried to believe 
them. He ran after every sceptical ’ism 
that came within his reach. - Like 


Noah’s dove, he found no rest for the 


sole of his foot. Consistency no longer 
characterized him. How could it? For 
he had dropped out the coupling-pin of 
Faith in the Gospel. What God had 
joined together he had put asunder. He 
was out of the course; contrary to the 
law in which he was constituted to run ; 
and hence his history; was “seeking teat 
and finding none. ”’ 


Here’s 2 man who seemed once a de- 


vout follower of Christ. Perhaps he is 
a Christian, but it is to be noticed that 
the “perhaps” is now spoken with a pe- 
culiar inflection of doubt. He’s amid 
evil and infidel associates, and now of} 
long time he has not attended the prayer 


meeting. his habits and 


gun 


opinions ‘become till at 
this time he’ bas adopted ‘strange,and 
lax religious views. He did not findthem 
from reading his Bible. Really he does 
not now believe in prayer; says itis a 


good moral exercise for those who like | 


it, but that-it avails nothing with God. 
‘He thinks there is not so’ much in re- 
ligion after all—reduces it down to a 
passable morality. All this talk of 
communion with the Saviour be strives 
to think is mere cant or delusion ; and 
as for people in the church, he says they 
are not much better than those out of 
it. Dropping off Christian duties, drop- 
ping out from his life the privilege and 
help of the prayer meeting—he thought 


‘that was a very small thing. It was 
dropping out the coupling-pins It was 


putting asunder what’ God had joined 
together. ‘It was fatally disastrous. 
Another man. He seemed to be of 
commendable general deportmént. But 
gradually he came to use the Sabbath 
merely for his convenience; sometimes 
for business errands, or for “ bringing 
up the odds and ends”; sometimes to 
save time for business hours, he traveled, 
ran down to the city on Sunday; some- 
times he used the day for pleasure-go- 
ing. This letting down of principle af- 
fected him all along the line of conduct. 
His conscience’ has not that pure white- 
ness it once had; his spiritual nature 
has become deadened. While he has 


-rushed on in years in worldly gains, his 


moral nature is far, far behind. He 
dropped out the coupling-pin, the 
Christian Sabbath, and from that day 
to this he has divorced himself from his 
better self. 7 | 

One more instance—a young man. A 
year or two ago he concluded that he 
was too big to attend, Sunday School 
and study the Bible ; and this, of course, 
was only the beginning. Other steps 
followed. ‘He wasn’t going to chureb. 
He was not to be bound down to keep 
the Sabbath. He was going to ‘be free 
and do as he liked.”” We will not stop 
to enlarge on the various steps in his 
course ; they came in swift succession. 
We stop not to speak of the secret 
bleeding of his mother’s heart. Physi- 
cally and moraily he is ruined, Does 
he remember when he said he was too 
big for the Sunday School? Then it 
was that he dropped out the coupling- 
pin. 

Instances multiply, but let these suf- 


-fice. There is a law of moral relations, 


an “environment” into which we are 
coupled. “That little bolt or fasteni 
pin! To what does it amount?’ 
Amounts to everything. On it hangs 
all. It holds together what God has 
joined, Sunder that at your peril. He 
who attempts to run in defiance of the 
law of his spiritual existence, will, in 
eternity, agree with the Bible im writing 
his name “fool.” 
Oh, to Be Nothing! 


When we who are striving to ac- 
complish something for Christ’s cause 
learn that we cannot please him and 
fully succeed without more humility and 
dependence upon him, we begin sincere- 
ly to pray, 

“Oh, to be nothing, nothing ; 

Only to lie at His feet, 


A broken and emptied vessel, 
For the Master’s use made meet!”’ 


Then God sometimes answers us strange- 
ly. He'rends upon us terrible afflic- 
tions and lasting sorrows, till we feel 
ourselves crushed ; even broken on the 
slow wheel of torture. He may leave 
us to fall into disgraceful sins; if not, 
he permits us to make mortifying errors, 
and humiliating mistakes. Our prayer 


for wisdom seems to be mocked, so fool- 


ish are we, and ignorant; we are as 
beasts. before him. Utter failure ap- 
pears to attend our best efforts; we 


‘think we do harm where we most de- 


sired to do good. Our sins are brought 
to our remembrance by our sufferings. 
The follies of childhood and youth; 
the faults, omissions and shortcomings 
of all our lives, rise up before us to 
torment, to overwhelm us. We cry, 
“‘Woe is me, for I am of unclean lips, | . 
and dwell among a people. of unclean 
lips.” We abhor ourselves, and repent 
in dust and ashes, Self-love is, weaken- 
ed ; pride gives place to self-abasement ; 
self-confidence is exchanged for self- 
distrust and self-contempt ; and perhaps 
we experience the keenest of all pangs, 
those of self-reproach. 

When thus humbled, God may deign 
to use us; and sometime in the future 
he may show us that many of the ap- 
parent failures over which we mourned 


were true and high successes. |

We have read with the 
minutes. of the last meeting of the 
Congregational Association. of Oregon 
and Washington Territory. It makes 
a closely printed pamphlet of 52 pages, 
and contains not only the reports of 
Associations, and the O. H. M. S. 
com., but essays .on the Sabbath, and 
on English Ritualism read at the. meet. 
ing. The statistics give the names of 
28 churches with 936 members. Nearly 
one-half of the whole number are in the 
two churches of*Portland and Salem, 
which have respectively 205 and 203 
members, and received last year, the 
former 41 and the latter 38 accessions. 
The church at Dalles received 16, that 
at New Tacoma 15; that at Seattle 21, 
and that‘at Oregon City; ministered by 
our brother, Rev: D. B. Gray, received 
14, The Sunday-schools report and 
enrolled membership of 1617 with an 
average attendance of 1383. The largest 
congregations are those at Portland, 
averaging 350: Forest Grove averag- 
ing 225, and at Salem, averaging 200. 
The total amount raised for all purposes 
was $14,583, of which $2,727 is placed 
under the head of benevolent contribu- 
tions. Considerablé attention has been 
paid to the promotion of systematic be- 
nevolence, and Rev. Mr. Cruzan pre- 
sented an interesting report on the sub- 
ject, giving in detail the practice of the 
several churches, and of the results se- 
cured. It concludes with the following

English course, on the ground that such 
branches are not contemplated in the law and 
charter governing the schools. It is said the 
injunction, if granted, will reduce the expenses 
of public schools nearly $250,000 annually. 


England and Russia are still engaged 
in a great game of diplomacy, in which the 
Eastern question retains it usual prominence. 
The latest move on the part of Russiais to so 
conciliate and influence the. authorities of 
Afghanistan, that they have refused ‘to permit 
the English Embassadors to pass their bound- 
aries, and have thus in an exceedingly demon- 
strative way signified their unwillingness to 
open up negotiations in respect to a treaty.| 
At this the British take great offence. The | 
English in India are furious ;.the cry is for war. 
A large force is ordered to be in readiness 
upon the frontier. The Indian newspapers 
universally demand an apology from the Ameer 
for the discourtesy, or the occupation of 
Afghanistan. When we consider what. great 
influence the potentate of this little. kingdom 
has upon the native powers of India, who are 
ever inclined upon the slighest provocation to 
rebel, and with what a small thread. England 
retains her control over the vast population of 
this nation, we shall realize how adroitly and 
successfully Russia has thus far played her part. 
This piece of strategy in the far East is quite 
enough for an offset to the acquisition of Cy- 
prus, over which the people of Sweden made
